of a 
He Who Steals a Dog is Guilty 


Penitentiary Offense. 


At the request of several readers 


of the Times we publish the law, 
relative to stealing 
and 
injuring 


flogs. Thi.-s law is a special act and 
speaks for itself in language that can 
not be misunderstood: 


"Be it enacted by the general 


assembly of the state of Ohio, That 
•whosoever steals any animal of the 
dog kind is guilty of larceny, the 
same as for the stealing of anything 
of value; or whosoever maliciously 
iills or injures anything of the dog 
Und, not his own, is guilty,aa for the 
malicious destruction of, or injury to 
property." 


The penalty attached to larceny, 


wuen the 
value 
exceeds 
$35, is 


from one to seven years in the peui- 
lenitary at hard labor. If the value 
islessthun $35, a 
fine not 
to ex- 


teed S20CI or thirty clays in jail, or 
titli, a c the discretion of the court. 
1 The penalty for malicious destruc- 
tion of property, when the value 
5100 or more, is for one to sever 
years in the penitentiary at hard 
Jabor. 
When less than $100, a fine 


not to exceed 8500 and thirty days in 
jail, or both, if the court so decrees.
